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BACK TO ESSENTIALS. 


The French felt— or at least evinced 
— no hesitation when 
they 
were in­ 
vited by President Harding to the dis­ 
armament conference. 
They said at 
once that they would come with pleas­ 
ure. 
To all appearances, they meant 
it. 
They seem to be looking forward 
pleasurably to the meeting, and, ac­ 
cording to reports from Paris, they ex­ 
pect to get along very 
nicely 
there. 
They have, according to these reports, 
a very short and simple program so 
far as they themselves are concerned. 
It is this: 
We shall gladly consent to 
reduce our. armament 
provided the 
other 
nations 
will 
guarantee 
us 
against another attack by Germany. 
The French 
have 
at 
present the 
largest and finest army in the world. 
In any real scheme 
of real 
disarma­ 
ment, the question of the French army 
must loom large. 
There can be no 
disarmament which does not provide 
for a large reduction of the French 
military 
establishment; 
and 
if the 
Washington conference cannot induce 
the French to 
reduce 
very 
largely 
their military establishment, then the 
conference 
will 
be 
a failure. 
The 
British are very 
friendly 
with 
the 
French now, but the passage of years 
sometimes brings great changes, and 
the British could hardly be expected 
to do away with their fleet when just 
across the Channel was a formidable 
military machine ten times as big as 
theirs. 
So French military disarma­ 
ment— or rather reduction of arma­ 
ment— is an 
essential 
factor in the 
conference's problem, one which can­ 
not be disregarded, one which must 
be dealt with and dealt with success­ 
fully if there is to 
be any 
disarma­ 
ment anywhere. 
It can be dealt with. 
The French 
can I ie induced to reduce their army. 
Only one 
thing 
is 
necessary— they 
must be guaranteed 
the 
support of 
other nations if they 
are 
attacked 
again by the Germans. 
And that one 
thing, that one essential guarantee is 
the one thing that this country— or at 
least the 
republican 
masters of this 
country— have refused 
to 
agree to. 
The League included that guarantee, 
reinforced by the special treaty which 
Mr. Wilson consented to recommend, 
but 
the 
republicans 
rejected 
the 
League and the special treaty never 
even reached the point of considera­ 
tion. 
Nevertheless, if the 
conference is 
not to fail, that 
guarantee 
must be 
given; and it can be given only in a 
form closely similar to that proposed 
by Mr. Wilson when he urged the rati­ 
fication of the Covenant. 
So we come 
back again to the same 
unescapable 
set of facts the sum of which is that 
the only way to peace and to reduction 
of armament is the way which the re­ 
publicans rejected in 1920 because it 
was proposed by Woodrow Wilson, a 
democratic president. 


OPTIMISM AND THE WEATHER. 
A London correspondent of the New 
york Times says the British capital, 
las not been taking a highly cheerful 
n ew of either the Irish or the Wash- 
ngton 
conference. 
If 
the 
feeling 
vh ich p revails is not exactly a feeling 
>f pessim ism , neither can it be describ­ 
ed as optimism, this correspondent as­ 
serts; and since he goes on to speak of 
'pessimistic predictions” as being ap­ 


parently rather 
common, it appears 
that the Londoners, while they may 
not be outright pessimistic in regard 
to these two important matters, come 
nearer to being pessimists than opti­ 
mists. 
The correspondent, however, 
has an explanation 
of this 
state of 
mind which is interesting even if it 
•may not be very convincing to every­ 
body. He suggests that it is all due to 
“the long continued spell of abnormal­ 
ly dry and hot weather in England. 
This may not be by any means a 
purely imaginative theory. 
The past 
summer was a hard one in many coun­ 
tries. 
It was one of the worst that we 
have ever had here, and it was one of 
the worst til at England 
remembers. 
The heat began early and it continued 
for long months almost without inter­ 
mission. 
In England there has been 
and still is the added burden of a long 
drought. The effect upon human kind 
has not been negligible. 
Physically 
and mentally millions of people have 
felt the strain, and it may not be whol­ 
ly fanciful to suggest that there has 
been a psychological effect upon peo­ 
ple in the mass which has darkened 
their whole point of view. 
If this theory is correct, it carries 
almost an assurance of better things 
and better times just ahead, for the 
fall has come now just in the nick of 
time for these two great conferences 
which are so much in the public mind, 
both here and in Great Britain, and 
upon which so much depends. 
There 
is always an 
upward 
bound 
of the 
spirits 
in 
the 
freshening 
autumn 
weather, and who can tell what the 
results of this upward bound will be 
if it is true that the exhausting sum­ 
mer which has afflicted so many mil­ 
lions in this country and in England is 
really 
largely 
responsible 
for the 
widespread tendency to look upon the 
gloomy side? 


BY WAY OF CONTRAST. 


An interesting bit of Rooseveltiana 
has just come 
to 
light. 
It is Col. 
Roosevelt's diary kept by him during 
the days of the 
Spanish 
War and it 
covers his period of service in that con­ 
flict. 
Mrs. 
Theodore 
Roosevelt has 
just presented the little notebook to 
the Roosevelt Memorial 
Association 
and its contents are now made known 
for the first time. 
Here are some ex­ 
tracts from it: 
“The delays and stupidity of the 
Ordnance Department surpass belief. 
The 
Quartermaster’s 
Department is 
better, but bad. 
The commissary De­ 
partment is good. 
There is no man­ 
agement Whatever in the War Depart­ 
ment. 
Against 
a good 
nation 
we 
should be helpless.” 
• “There is no head, no energy, no 
intelligence in the War Department.” 
“No words can paint the confusion. 
No head, a breakdown of both the 
railroad and military systems of the 
country.” 
“No plans, no staff officers, no in­ 
structions to us. Each officer finds out 
for himself and takes his chances.” 
“Told to go aboard transport. Worst 
confusion yet. No allotment of trans­ 
ports, no plans, utter confusion.” 
“Truce. 
Mismanagement horrible. 
No head to army.” 
And so on. 
A beautiful picture, is 
it not, of the efficiency with which a 
republican administration * conducted 
that little war 
against 
an enemy so 
pitifully weak that the conflict was ut­ 
terly one-sided! 
What a contrast to 
the way in which the democratic ad­ 
ministration of President Wilson con­ 
ducted 
America’s 
greatest 
war, 
against a powerful and, up to the time 
of our intervention, victorious enemy!

FOR THE INFORMATION OF THE PUBLIC 
Because of the general railroad strike threatened by various 
labor organizations the management of the Missouri, Kansas & 
Texas lines has addressed the following statement to its em­ 
ployees. 


TO ALL EMPLOYEES: 
Uninterrupted transportation service is of paramount im­ 
portance. Railroad employees and railroad management are 
alike under obligation to protect the public against interruptions 
in service. To the end that there be no misunderstanding of the 
policies of the M. K. & T. Lines, consideration of the following 
statement is requested: 
There will be no reduction in the wages, or 
changes in the working conditions, of any em­ 
ployees of the M. K. & T. lines coming under 
the jurisdiction of the United States Railroad 
Labor Board without the approval of that 
body. 


The management of the M. K. & T. Lines has complied with 
every order or ruling made by the Labor Board since its or­ 
ganization. In the face of a deficit, the M. K. & T. complied with 
the decision of the Labor Board that wages should be increased 
approximately 22 per cent, effective May I, 1920, and under this 
decision the wages of M. K. & T. employees were increased 
approximately $7,000,000.00 per annum. Despite further deficits 
in income, the wage rates so established were continued in effect 
until July I, 1921, when a reduction of less than 12 per cent in 
wages was authorized by the Labor Board. 
As instances have arisen in which the employees and the 
management were unable to agree as to the interpretation and 
application of certain rules carried forward from Government 
control, differences have been submitted to the Labor Board 
and its rulings complied with. There will be no change in this 
policy. The M. K. & T. Lines will continue to comply with the 
provisions of the Transportation Act and the rulings of the 
Labor Board in order that disagreements with employees, which 
might threaten interruption of transportation service, may be 
peaceably and fairly adjusted after consideration of every pub­ 
lic and private interest. 
Support of these policies by M. K. & T. employees is essen­ 
tial to the discharge of the joint obligation of the employees and 
the management to provide the public with uninterrupted trans­ 
portation service. We, therefore, urge all patriotic employees to 
remain at their posts. Duty to the public, loyalty to the govern­ 
ment as citizens and their personal and family interest demand 
that they shall join with the management in reliance upon or­ 
derly procedure and legal agencies to make them secure in their 
rights.
